This will be more apparent , if we 
conſider, that hundreds of 7rif6 Papiſts 
are executed in the Kingdom of Treland 
every year for Murthers, Thefts, e$c. 
and though taken in the very fact, yet 
when they come to dye, uſually take it 
upon their Deaths, and as they muſt ap- 
pear before the great Judg that knows 
all things, that they are as innocent from

unborn. For they having drfcharg'd 
their Conſciences, by confeſſing it to the 
Prieſts, and received his abſolution, it 
would bring an odium on their Religion, 
and would be a ſtrengthening the hands 
of the Proteſtants, if the Prieſts ſhould 
ſuffer it.
